mmrkable men who ever lived. FPhiladelphin,
theo oity where he amassed his great fortune
in business, was the recipient of his munifi-
eent bounty at his death, and his name and
memory are well preserved in the Girard
College, Girard Row, Girard avenue, Girard
Bank, Girard Insarance Company, Girard
House, ete. At Girard College, where the
support and education of some five huandred
orphan and half-orpkan boys are provided
for, there i# A marble statue of Mr. Girard,
which represents him with exact fidality to
his appearance in life. He was of short sta-
ture, a benevolent smile, and had a shrewd
face, He wore a large, pecnlinr coat, and his
hair was tied in a quene, Iis whole life was
marked by eccentricities, which, in no par-
ticular, were more observable than in his oe-
casional acts of benevolence,

In his office was a young man as clerk, who
attended to his daties very intelligently
and faithfully, This had attracted the atten-
tion of Mr. Girard, for nothing escaped him.
One morning he came into the office, ani,
calling the clir:rk. remarked: —

“Young man, I dreamed abont yon last
night.”

I ) ‘Dreamed of me!" returned the clerk, in
surprise.

“Yes: I saw a form and heard a voice. The
form was your own, and the voice said;—
“I'his man is your best clerk, but he should
be a cooper. Merchants fail, but coopers are
always sure of a living by their trade.”
